Special Technique 

Sewn Bind-Off: Thread tapestry needle with yarn 
approx 4 times the length of edge to be bound 
off. With sts on knitting needle in left hand, *pull 
tapestry needle through 2 front loops as if to purl, 
then back through the first st as if to knit; drop first 
St off needle; rep from * to the end. 

Pattern Notes 

This scarf is worked lengthwise using only one color 
per row. Main color is carried along the edge and 
used as needed. Contrast colors A and B are cut and 
reattached as indicated. The scarf length may be 
adjusted by multiples of 8 stitches. 

When adding or finishing off contrast-color yarns at 
beginning and end of row, leave a long tail to incorpo- 
rate into fringe rather than weaving it into the scarf. 

For a long tail cast-on requiring a large number of 
stitches, use a strand of the same color from two 
different balls of yarn, one for the tail and the other to 
place the stitches on the needle. The tail will never be 
too short no matter how many stitches you cast on. 

For best results, use a long tail cast-on with 
a sewn bind off. 

Scarf 

With MC, cast on 286 sts. Knit 1 row. 

Work [Rows 1-16 of Chain pat] 4 times or until 1 inch 
less than desired width.

With MC, purl 1 row. 

With WS facing, bind off using sewn bind-off. 

Fringe 

Cut 80 strands MC, 40 strands of A and 32 strands B, 

11 inches long or twice desired finished length plus

• Size 10.5 (6.5nnnn) needles (needles should 
be 14 inches long or longer) or size needed 
to obtain gauge 

• Cable needle 



Gauge 

18 sts and 14 rows = 4 inches/lOcm in cable panel. 
To save time, take time to check your gauge. 



Scarf 

Cast on 101 sts. Purl 1 row. 

Set up pat 

Row 1 (RS): [Work Row 1 of Smocked Cable pat 
over 24 sts, kl] 4 times, kl (edge st). 

Row 2: PI (edge st), [pi, work Row 2 of Smocked 
Cable pat] 4 times. 

Continue to work in established Smocked Cable 
pat separated by 1 st in St st until 6 rep of pat 
are complete. 

Purl 1 row. 

Bind-off pat 

Bind off working Row 1 of Smocked Cable pat, 
dropping every 25th st (st between cables) off 
needle. Use very loose st to bind off between 
cables where st was dropped. 



Special Abbreviations 

Cable 6 Back (C6B): SI 3 sts onto cn and hold in back, 
k3, k3 from cn. 

Cable 6 Front (C6F): SI 3 sts onto cn and hold in 
front, k3, k3 from cn. 

Pattern Stitch 

Smocked Cable (multiple of 24 sts) 

Rowl (RS): [C6B]4times. 

Row 2: Purl across. 

Row 3: Knit across. 

Row 4: Purl across. 

Row 5: K3, [C6F] 3 times, k3. 

Row 6: Purl across. 

Row 7: Knit across. 

Row 8: Purl across. 



Pull st to drop to cast-on edge. 



Finishing 

With RS facing, bring ends of rows tog to form a 
tube with edges overlapping, 
placing edge st under first STITCH KEY

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Knitting Basics 



Cast-On 

Leaving an end about an inch 
long for each stitch to be cast 
on, make a slip knot on the 
right needle. 

Place the thumb and index 
finger of your left hand between 
the yarn ends with the long yarn 
end over your thumb, and the 
strand from the skein over your 
index finger. Close your other 
fingers over the strands to hold 
them against your palm. Spread 
your thumb and index fingers 
apart and draw the yarn into 
a "V." 

Place the needle in front of the 
strand around your thumb and 
bring it underneath this strand. 

Carry the needle over and under 
the strand on your index finger. 

Draw through loop on thumb. 

Drop the loop from your 
thumb and draw up the strand to 
form a stitch on the needle. 

Repeat until you have cast on the number of 
stitches indicated in the pattern. Remember to count 
the beginning slip knot as a stitch. 





Knit (k) 

Insert tip of right 
needle from front 
to back in next 
stitch on left 
needle. 

Bring yarn under 
and over the tip of 
the right needle. 

Pull yarn loop through the stitch with right 
needle point. 

Slide the stitch off the left needle. The new stitch 
is on the right needle. 

Purl (p) 

With yarn in front, 
insert tip of right 
needle from back 
to front through 
next stitch on the 
left needle. 

Bring yarn 
around the 
right needle 

counterclockwise. With right needle, draw yarn back 
through the stitch. 

Slide the stitch off the left needle. The new stitch 
is on the right needle. 





Cable Cast-On 

This type of cast-on is used 
when adding stitches in the 
middle or at the end of a row. 

Make a slip knot on the left 
needle. Knit a stitch in this 
knot and place it on the left 
needle. Insert the right needle 
between the last two stitches 
on the left needle. Knit a stitch 
and place it on the left needle. 
Repeat for each stitch needed. 





Bind-Off 

Binding off (knit) 

Knit first two stitches on left 
needle. Insert tip of left needle 
into first stitch worked on 
right needle and pull it over the second stitch and 
completely off the needle. 

Knit the next stitch and repeat. When one stitch 
remains on right needle, cut yarn and draw tail 
through last stitch to fasten off. 

Binding off (purl) 

Purl first two stitches on left 
needle. Insert tip of left needle 
into first stitch worked on right 
needle and pull it over the 
second stitch and completely off the needle. 

Purl the next stitch and repeat. When one stitch 
remains on right needle, cut yarn and draw tail 
through last stitch to fasten off. 
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Increase (inc) 

Two stitches in one stitch 
Increase (knit) 

Knit the next stitch in the usual 
manner, but don't remove the 
stitch from the left needle. Place 
right needle behind left needle 
and knit again into the back of the 
Slip original stitch off left needle. 

Increase (purl) 

Purl the next stitch in the usual 
manner, but don't remove the 
stitch from the left needle. Place 
right needle behind left needle 
and purl again into the back of the same stitch. 
Slip original stitch off left needle. 

Invisible Increase (M1) 

There are several ways to make or increase 
one stitch. 

Make 1 with Left Twist (MIL) 

Insert left needle from front to back 
under the horizontal loop between 
the last stitch worked and next 
stitch on left needle. 

With right needle, knit into the 
back of this loop. 

To make this increase on the 
purl side, insert left needle in same 
manner and purl into the back of 
the loop. 

Make 1 with Right Twist (MIR) 

Insert left needle from back to front 
under the horizontal loop between 
the last stitch worked and next stitch 
on left needle. 

With right needle, knit into the 
front of this loop. 

To make this increase on the 
purl side, insert left needle in same 
manner and purl into the front of 
the loop. 





Make 1 with 
Backward Loop 
over the right 
needle 

With your thumb, 
make a loop over the right needle. 

Slip the loop from your thumb 
onto the needle and pull to tighten. 

Make 1 in top of stitch below 

Insert tip of right needle into the 
stitch on left needle one row below. 

Knit this stitch, then knit the stitch 
on the left needle. 





Decrease (dec) 

Knit 2 together (k2tog) 

Put tip of right needle through 
next two stitches on left needle 
as to knit. Knit these two 
stitches as one. 




Purl 2 together (p2tog) 

Put tip of right needle through 
next two stitches on left needle 
as to purl. Purl these two 
stitches as one. 

Slip, Slip, Knit (ssk) 

Slip next two stitches, one at a 
time, as to knit from left needle 
to right needle. 

Insert left needle in front 
of both stitches and work off 
needle together. 



Slip, Slip, Purl (ssp) 

Slip next two stitches, one 
at a time, as to knit from left 
needle to right needle. Slip 
these stitches back onto left 
needle keeping them twisted. 
Purl these two stitches together 
through back loops.
